supreme court of

Federation of Labor, had been erron- 
eously sentenced- to jail on a charge 
of contempt of a local court. 


Opinion Unanimous as to Error 


The court unanimously 
held that 


the only sentence that could be Im- 
posed upon the labor leaders were 
fines. In so holding the supreme court 
found that the court of appeals of the 
District of Columbia and the supreme 
court of the district erred in treating 
the contempt proceedings as a crimi- 
nal case. 
The effect of holding the 


proceedings a civil one was to make 
jail sentences impossible. Hence the 
jail sentences had to be'set" aside. 


To correct the error the case was 


sent back to the local courts, with 
direction that it be dismissed. 


At the same time the court ex- 


pressly rnartc it possible for civil pro- 
ceedings to be instituted-against the. 
labor men by the . Bucks 
Stove and 


Hange company, at whose instance 
the 
original 'contempt 
case' was 


brought; 


Probably Last of Famous Case. 


. The court was led to, hold that the 


contempt proceedings in this case 
must be civil in nature because crim- 
inal punishment is exercised by courts 
to force persons to do acts command- 
ed. In the present case the court took 
the view that the labor men were be- 
ing sent to jail, not to make them do 
something the court ordered, but be- 
cause of "something they had done."

Gompers is Disappointed. 


Samuel.Gompers returned from New 


York 1'ate today. He said he was grati- 
fied that the supreme court had re- 
versed the decision of the lower tri- 
bunal but added: 
"I-am disappointed 


that the court did not decide the prin- 
ciple in contention In the proceedings. 
I believe it to be the concensus of 
opinion everywhere that the sentences 
of six, nne and twelve months imposed 
on Mitchell, Morrison and myself were 
unjustified, unusual and cruel, par- 
ticularly in an alleged constructive 
contempt and that the judge's language 
was intemperate and unjudicial." •

exodus of the more wealthy Jews con- 
tinues and the panic will not subside 
completely until the circumstances oi 
the alleged ritualistic murder have 
been explained and the responsibility 
of the crime sifted. 


Find Mutilated Body of Boy. 


On February 28 last, the body of a 


boy named Yushcinsky -was found hor- 
ribly mutilated In a cave close by the 
Jewish quarter In this city. The lad 
was thirteen years old, a Christian and 
a student at the local Orthodox semin- 
ary. 
Certain circumstances 
of the 


killing linked with the inability o£ the 
authorities to detect the murderers, 
resulted In the charge by their enemies 
that Jews had made the youth a victim 
of a ritualistic murder, an alleged re- 
ligious ceremony which -has been the 
subject of controversy, of allegations 
and denials for centuries. 


An examination of the "body showed 


that it had been cut In forty-five 
places with a knife and an awl. A 
post-mortem made by Prof. Obolinsky 
determined that the victim had been 
tortured and all the wounds inicted 
before life was extinct. 
His hands 


tied .and a gag in his mouth, the boy 
had been held upright as the blood 
flowed downward. 


No Blood Spots Found,

Seven deep stabs in the region of 


the heart finally put an end to his 
agony.

IN FINLAND. 


'ANOTHER ROLLING MILL 'MURDER. 


Within 'ten months three murders have been com- 


mitted in the rolling mill district. 
Of the first two 


the perpetrators have never been apprehended and as 
this is written no trace has been found of the man who 
committed last night's bloody crime. The rolling mill 
district, the most turbulent and lawless region of the 
whole city, is without a peace guardian. It lies out- 
side the municipal boundaries, but not beyond the 
jurisdiction of the city police. Its denizens are made 
up of a mass of foreign riff-raff such as is to be found 
in all industrial quarters of the sort in every city of 


. the country. Brawls are an almost hourly occurencc, 


riot is a frequent incident and murder that goes un- 
punished embellishes the record here and there. 


The saloon? in that district are the worst of their 


type. They are breeding places of the lawlessness that 
infests the region. That they are conducted accord- 
ing to the notions of their keepers is in want of no 
better proof than the disorder and crime that hold un- 
molested swav out there. 


It is the duty of the city or of the county to see that 


the rolling mill region is put under constant and strict 
surveillance' of the law. 
Officers should be provided 


'for the district. 
The saloons should be made to ob- 


serve -he law boih in respect of closing at prescribed 
hours and of refusing to minister to the thirst of men 
already crazed by drink. 
It seems useless to again 


point out io the county commissioners the responsible 
part they hold in the lawlessness and crime of that 
region by continuing to license the foul boozing kens 
that infest it. 


(Indianapolis Star.) 


The diet or parliament oE Finland, which 1ms been re- 


garded In Europe almost us a model legislative body, has 
had Its chief power taken away. 
Henceforth, according to 


a law passed by the Russian douma—under government or- 
der, of course—the diet will have only consultative power. 
This means that It will practically gn out of existence. It 
means, also, incidentally, that the fourteen women who are 
members of this diet, consisting of 200 persons in all, will 
no longer have opportunity to prove their ability for legis- 
lative service, for the benefit of women in other lands who 
are seeking political rights. 


Women in Finland have long held a very advanced po- 


sition politically and industrially, and their intelligence and 
quality were so well established that their entrance into 
official life in 1907 was not regarded as an experiment of. 
doubtful wisdom, but as a natural and proper proceeding. 
They were elected by both men and women voters and 
among them are representatives of each of the several po- 
litical parties in Finland. They have not stood together as 
women, but have worked with tbetr parties. 
Political and 


social questions governed their election and the sex issue 
floes not enter Into their legislative action. 


Only a x'ery progressive country could offer such a re- 


markable group of women as are Finland's first feminine 
legislators. 
A Helsingfors correspondent, writing of them, 


says: 
"They are good speakers, in no way given to 'ora- 


tory;1 specialists and practical workers in social legislation, 
and, above all, believers in work and enemies of unconsid- 
ered sentiment." 
Among them are 'two women with the 


degree of doctor o£ philology—these two being teachers. 
One or two are journalists, one is an extremely popular, 
and brilliant socialist agitator against Russian tyranny: one 
is a baroness and is classed as an aristocrat, but has foi- 
l-ears been a teacher of political economy 
in 
Finnish 


schools. Her husband Is also a member of the diet. One of 
her daughters is a doctor of medicine, one is a law student, 
the third, a student of mathematics. 


The diet, as well as the people of Finland in general 


will oppose the order of the Russian clouma, as they oppose 
Russian domination in other particulars, but submission, of 
course,, is the only safe procedure unless they court de- 
struction, "Russian autocracy could not endure the presence 
of a free and progressive country at its doors and has un-

Albert Jay Nock, in an article entitled. "Taxes Two Sides 


if the Line," in the current American Magazine, explains 
he British Columbian system at length. 
He thus illus- 


rates the working of the rates: "If you buy a piece of 
and, 
say of 600 acres, work a tenth of it and hold the other 


nine-tenths for speculation, your rate on the improved part 
s at the rate of one-half of 1 per cent., and on the wild part 
it the rate of 4 per cent. This seoms some approximation 
to justice. If a land owner does not choose to work, but 
rather to wait until the value of his land increases by the 
industry of adjacent -workers, it seems fair that he should 
pay for it. British Columbia sees it that way. 
Her tax 


policy has not put land speculation out of business—it was 
not meant to. Today's Vancouver World runs eleven col- 
umns of real estate want ads. 
It does, however, give the 


advantage of industry over idleness, to .labor over specu- 
lation: whereas everywhere in the United States the idle 
speculator gets all the best of taxation." 


Mr. Nock corrects the oft-repeated statement that single 


tax is in force in Western Canada. 
No country, as he says, 


which has a. tariff can have a single 1ax. The very words 
mean that revenue is gathered but from one source. Brit- 
ish Columbia, for instance, has several other taxes, but it 
has adapted the Henry George idea to the extent of placing
